es. Once these timber lands should be­ 
come productive, the farmres and th

Farm Economics Departm ent of the 
South Dakota Agricultural 
College, 
in cu-operatoon with the Federal and 
S ta.e D epartm ents of Agriculture and 
the County 'Farm Bureaus. 
During the past three years this 
work has ‘been carried on in K ings­ 
bury County, in the Eastern part 
of 
Sou.h Dakota, under the direction of 
Prof. C. G. W orsham. 
Prof. Wor- 
•ham announces that the farm cost 
production project will on December 
1 be transferred to Brown County, in 
the extrem e north-central part of the 
State. 
The type of farm ing studied during 
the past three years has been 
quite 
extensive, including corn, oats, hay, 
beef cattle and hogs. 
The change to 
Drown County is made to obtain in­ 
form ation in a locality where a tran­ 
sition from grain farm ing to com 
and livestock is in progress.
